Precipitation in widely separated 
parts of the southern part of the 
State varied from a few hun- 
dredths to .75 of an inch at San- 
ta Barbara, and half an inch at 
San Diego. Los Angeles recorded 
a precipitation of .28 of an inch 
at 9 pm. and it was raining 
steadily, Yesterday's showers 
brought the city’s total for the 
season to 10.22 inches, as com- 
pared with 5.16 inches for the 
corresponding period last year. 
Although rain was falling 
throughout the San Joaquin Val- 


ley and foothills sections in inter- 


mittent showers most of the day 
and last night, the prospect for an 
adequate water supply for the sum- 
mer is not bright, according to a 
report made public by W. B. Bon- 
nett, government meteorologist, in 
charge of the Weather Bureau at 
Fresno. The prospective supply of 
water is not more than 60 per cent 
of normal,«while the deficiency in 
both the mountain and valley re- 
eee, is about 26 per cent, Bonnett 
stated. 


As compared with a seasonal to- 
tal of rain and melted snow to the 
end of March, 1925, of 102 per 
cent, the total this year to the 
same date for ten stations is ‘but 
65 per cent, he reported. Depth 
of snow on the ground in the 
mountainous regions shows even 
greater deficiency. Huntington 
lake has but twelve inches of 
snow as compared with 55 Inches 
last year, Bonnett stated. 

Santa Barbara region reported 
the heaviest rains of any of the 
Southland areas. A light drizzle at 
1 a.m., turned to showers during 
the afternoon and at 9 o'clock last 
night it had been raining hard for 
several hours, San Diego and the 
surrounding country reported 
steady rains during the afternoon 
and evening, with the downpour 
heavier in the back country and 
in the foothills. 


SEASONAL RAINFALD 
BELOW NORMAL 


Pointing out that seasonal pre- 
cipitation in Los Angeles is only 
about 70 per cent of normal, the 
weekly. report of the Eberle and 
Riggleman Economic Service, just 
released. declares that there were 
only three years in the Los An- 
geles office of the Weather Bureau 
in which the March rainfall fig- 
ures were lower than those for last 
month. 

According to the report, the rec- 
ords show that a dry March has 
been followed by as much as two 
inches of rainfall. during the re- 
mainder of the season in only three 
instances, 1885, 1887 and 1901. 
Eberle and Riggleman state that 
the normal for the remainder of 
the season is 1.44 inches, and if 
we should receive normal rainfall 
for the next three months, the sea- 
son's total will stin be 27 per cent 
below normal. Seasonal precipi- 
tation in the extreme southern por- 
tion of the State has been normal, 
the report says.

Explorers Cite Fallacies in 
"Stories of North 


Statement Issued Through 
Viljolmur Stefansson 


Errors Regarding Climate 
and Conditions Told 


(BY A. P.. NIGHT WIRE) 
NEW YORK, April 4.—In an 
effort to insure trustworthy and 
accurate reports of the achieve- 
ments of the Arctic expeditions to 
be undertaken this summer, ten 
exploters, aviators and scientists 


interested in the Arctic made pub- 
lie today a statement calling at- 
tention to past fallacies and sug- 
gesting means of preventing their 
repetition. 

Vilhjalmur Stefansson, explorer, 
through whom the statement was 
issued, said: 

“It has long seemed to scientif- 
ic men connected with the Arctic 
that there is more folklore and 
nonsense being circulated about 
that subject than any other.” 

“One of the most frequent rea- 
sons for this seems to be,“ the 
statement says, “that many con- 
fuse the Arctic with either the 
North Pole, the pole of inacces- 


in which the explorers and scien- 
tists are or may be interested. 
That is seriously misleading. 

“The Arctic is a vast expanse of 
$000 miles in diameter, the North 
Pole is only a point not so la 
as the tip of a needle; while 
between are the pole of inacces- 
sibility the magnetic pole, the cold 
pole and the wind pole, none of 
them as small as a point, but none 
so large as even 1 per cent of the 
Arctic.

POLAR CONTINENT SOUGHT 


Scientists Certain There is Land North of Alashe and 


Eastern Siberia

NEW YORK, April 4.—Justification for the risk of life and expen- 
diture of money involved in three American Arctic expeditions this 
summer was given by Robert Anderson Pope, organizer of the All- 
American Alumni Arctic Expedition. His outfit will be commanded 
by Lieut. Leigh Wade, assisted by Lieut. H. H. Ogden, both of whom 


are ‘round-the-world filers. 
All three American expeditions 
will attempt to locate, chart and 
claim for the United States a large 
body of land believed to lie north 
of Alaska and Eastern Siberia, 
spoken of by the explorers as “a 
new polar continent.” A bulletin is- 
sved last year by the National Geo- 
graphic Society estimated that this 


land comprises about 1,000,000).

“Sufficient evidence is available,” 
said Mr. Pope, “to justify the al- 
most certain belief that such land 
exists.“ He then proceeded to un- 
told the evidence.

No Well of Commercial 
Value Completed in Week; 
Many File Applications 


fEXCLUSTVE DISPATCH) 
TAMPICO (Mex.) April 4.—For 
the first time in nearly ten years, 
a week has passed without the 
completion ef an oll well of com- 
mercial value in the Tampico ol! 
fields, a twenty-five-barrel well 
for the Sinclair company being the 
only completion recorded. A few 
years ago nothing under fifty 


barrels was considered worth con- 
necting up, but more thrift and 
efficiency has been brought into 
service, and even twenty-five bar- 
rele are not allowed to go to 
| waste if conveniently situated. 
Eighty-nine applications for 


the last two weeks, a considerable 
increase over the average. If the 
modified ol] laws work out satia- 
factorily, it ie believed that there 
will be a great increase in drilling 
activity. 

The Mexican government recent- 
ly has been casting up accounts 
to find out what the oll fields are 
worth to it. Its tabulations show 
that the companies operating in 
the Tampico field have paid a 
grand total of more than 308,- 
1600, pesos of direct taxes on 
the oil produced here in addition 
to which there have been many 
indirect taxes and taxes paid to 
municipa! and State authorities, 
and the individuals connected with 
the industry have paid  sreat 
amounts in income and other 


taxes. 

It is believed that these consid- 
erations will bear great weight 
with the government in modifying 
the petroleum regulations, either 
in language or in interpretation, so 
as not to drive any of the com- 
panies out of the field. 


NO PIONEERS ARE 
GOING TO FLORIDA 


Unfortunately, the recent rapid 
rise in Florida real estate values 
— not caused the State to de 
nooded with sturdy pioneers anx- 
ious to remove their coats and whip 
2000 acres of cheap land into a 
valuable farm. The present-day 
pioneer emits pitiful moans if his

Into the situation, then, are in- 
jected the persons whose interest 
in Florida is limited to the amount 
of money that they can take out of 
it. The climate has little or no 
attraction for them. They attach 
no meaning to the fact that in one 
part of Florida a city has risen in 
four years from a vacant expanse 
of pineland and palmetto, and is 
testing ite muscles by bullding a 
high school that will house 3000 
pupils. They see no hidden por- 
tent in the interesting and slight- 
ly blatant manner in which bank 
deposits all over Florida are swell- 
ing like a pounded thumb. 

They freely admit, when ques- 
ned in a sympathetic manner, 
that they will remain in Florida 
only so long as they are able to 
make several profits grow where 
one profit grew before. Then they 
will blithely fit onward to other 
fields of endeavor and sell stock 
in projected dirigible companies or 
hypothetical mining companies or 
ear-radio companies or some sort 

imitation of the financial suc- 
cess of the moment. 

These are the chief purchasers 
of cheap acreage in every part of 
Florida; and it is through their 
activities that countless thousands 
of doctors and drug clerks and 
stevedores and college professors 
and cowboys and plumbers 
throughout the Northern States 
have become Florida landowners 
and simultaneousty got it right 
where the northerner seems to be 
most vulnerable to coughs, colds 
and machinations of come-on art- 
iste—to wit, in the neck.—([Ken- 
neth L. Roberts in Saturday Eve- 
ning Post. 


HOME OF ANCIENTS 


Habitation of Prehistoric People 
100,000 Years Old Found 


Habitation by prehiatoric peo- 
ple as far back as 100,000 years 
ago of a site on the Volga River 
near Amara, in Ruesia, is re- 
vealed by the researches of Miss 
Vera P. Misinova, and described 
by her in a report received by Dr. 
George Grant MacCurdy. profes- 
sor of anthropology at Yale Uni- 
versity and director of the Ameri- 
can School for Prehistoric Re- 
search. 

The place investigated by Miss 
Misinova is known as Postnikova., 
and is important because of the 
sequence of ancient cultures found 
there. It is at the junction of a 
ravine, known as the Postnikov, 
with the Volga. This seems to 
have made it a desirable habita- 
tion from very early times. 

On the top are remains of the 
late Iron Age, dating from about 
600 B. C., Dr. MacCurdy explained, 
but on digging down there found 
remains of human habitations in 
the bronze age, probably dating 
from about 2500 B. C. to 1200 
B. C. Under this layer were found 
relics from the early neolithic 

od, such as flaked arrowheads. 
is layer probably dates back to 
about 6000 B. C. to 15,000 B. C. 

A curious feature of the place, 
according to Dr. MacCurdy, is that 
the layer under this was merely 
a deposit of rubble, with water- 


devoid of any products of human 
workmanship. Yet under this was 
found a layer probably belonging 
to the paleolithic, or old Stone Age, 
which dates back from 25.000 to 
100,000 years. This contained 
of cruder chipping than 
the upper layers.—[Science Service 
Bulletin.

The present week is likely to 
be rather an exciting one in Hunt- 
ington Beach.

Perhaps I still like best of all 
to slip away to Underwood cabin 
in the wilds of the Blue Ridge, and 
hunt and fish as I did when a boy. 

We returned to Loutsville in 
1875, where I was graduated from 
Rugby School and attended the 
University of Virginia. 

With the exception of football, 
debating was the most popular 
undergraduate sport in the South. 

I achieved the honor of being 


the president of the Jeffersonian 


Society. 

Although TI was studying law. I 
was even then delving into politic- 
al lines, genera) history and eco- 
nomics. 

And then came an important 
change. I had a brother who had 
settled in Birmingham, and so en- 
thusiastic was he over the possi- 
bilities of the city as a mining and 
manufacturing center that his elo- 
quence induced me to begin the 
practice of law there—in 1884. 

It was ten years before I en- 
tered political life. Then for twen- 
ty years I was sent to the House 
of Representatives—until, in 1915, 
I was elected to the Senate, and 
again in 1920. 

There has been nothing the- 
atrical about my steady progress 
in Congress,

PHITAPPINE DELUSION 
Propaganda for Philippine “independ- 
ence” presents the analogy of this island 
people trying to get out of the United 
States at a time when we are forced to 
erect stringent immigration barriers and 
patrol our borders to keep millions of oth- 
ers from coming in. 


That a people possessing the fullest 
measure of independence perhaps of any 
people on earth should be clamoring for 
more independence is an exaggerated ex- 
ample of the perversity of the human race. 


Every native of the Philippine Islands is 


a citizen of the United States. The islands 
possess territorial rights and, if the na 
tives would show a little more interest in 
learning to enjoy these rights and to per- 
form the duties of citizenship, the islands 
would soon be granted Statehood and a 


they are dissatisfied and want to jump 
overboard. 


The independence which the Filipinos 
seek is an illusion. They would drop the 
substance to grasp at the shadow. They 
‘possess their own Legislature and enjoy 
the protection of the greatest of the world’s 
republics; they elect their own local of- 
ficials, the rights guaranteed to all under 
the Constitution are theirs; and yet they 
desire to cut loose from the United States 
and follow their own course. 

Liberty! What follies are committed in 
thy name! 

Differences in race and tradition are the 
cause of a dissatisfaction in the Philip 
pines which has not grown less in twenty- 
five years. A little knowledge of the rights 
of peoples is a dangerous thing. 

Not all of Philippine nativity are seek- 
ing separation. A considerable and sub- 
stantial minority appreciates the excep 
tional privilege af American citizenship, 
and they oppose their voices and their 
votes to every separationist movement; 
but the majority clings to the fllusion that 
the lande are held in bondage by the 
great republic on the other side of the Pa- 
cific. They do not appreciate that the 


Philippines are as much a part of that re- 
public as 


ka, as were all the territo- 
ries outside ‘the original thirteen colonies 
before they achieved Statehood. 
Philippine independence was attained 
when the islands became a part of the self- 
governing republic, the United States. In- 
dependence consists in freedom of thought 
and action; and the only limitations placed 


tablished laws necessary to protect and 
preserve | independence. Would this 
people bé more independent if the protec- 


withdrawn and they were left defenseless, 
prostrate, before other powerful and greedy 
peoples? 

‘There is no desire in the rest of the re 
public to oppress the citizens of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. Representatives of forty- 
eight States are ready to defend them 
against the slightest encroachment of ex- 
ecutive authority. The separationist move- 
ment is not unlike the impulse that led 


tated the Civil War. There is no provision 
in our Constitution for releasing any part 
of the territory of the republic. The case 
is not analogous to that of Cuba, for Cuba 
never was annexed. | 

It is true that when the islands were 
secured many in public office expressed the 
opinion that they should be released to 
form a separate State as soon as the in- 
habitants showed themselves capable of 
self- government. It is true that President 
Wilson held that the islands should be dis- 
annexed and that separation has been a 
plank in more than one Democratic plat- 
form. But it is not true that the Philip- 
pine Island Territory possesses any more 
right to set up a separationist government 
than aby other State or Territory of the 
United States. 

There is significance in the recent ap- 
pointment by the President of a special 
comniissioner to study conditions in the 
Philippines. a commissioner who shall have 
no executive authority, whose only duty is 
to observe and report. As a practical man 


the President wants to know just what is 


causing so much secession talk in the Phil- 
ippines. 

There is no disposition in the country to 
keep the Philippines a part of the republic 


„against the will of the majority, provided 
it can be definitely demonstrated that they probably never will lose it. 


The United 
States does not need them. They are not 
necessary for the public safety.

AFFLING THE “FIXERS” 

Indulgent judges will no longer listen 
to the pleas of importunate “fixers” in 
cases of violation of the traffic laws if 
Judge Henry M. Willis, presiding judge 
of the new Municipal Court, has his way. 
Judge Willis announces that an additional 
traffic division is to be established in the 
court and that a judge making a decision 
will be “incognito.” No traffic law-breaker 
will know in advance what judge is to 
hear his case, therefore, he will not know 
to whom he may go or send an influential 
friend to beg leniency or immunity for 
him. — 

For years city and county officials have 
brought to bear upon our traffic judges 
more influence than has been wholesome, 
and the result in many cases has been 
that reckless drivers or speedsters pos- 
sessed of a “pull” have escaped the just 
penalty of their misdemeanors. Where 
this practice was confined to minor offenses 
that could be explained away on the ground 
of expediency or error, a driver who had 
“cut a button” to save a crash or whose 
headlights had gone out might be excused 
for invoking the leniency of the court 
through some one who could put the mat- 
ter in a proper light before the judge and 
no great harm would be done. But where 
serious offenses were overlooked on im- 
proper showings and judges were hood- 
winked into exacting light fines or no fines 
whatever, the practice constituted an evil 
which every fair-minded citizen will be 
glad to see erased.

SCANDALOUS

This is not fiction, but fact. And 
still more scandalous facts have 
been discovered by a Cleveland 
ornithologist, S. Prentiss Baldwin, 
in regard to the marriage rela- 
tions of wrens. Outside of Reno 
and Hollywood the facts will. hard- 
ly be believed. For most people 
think birds mate but once and for 
life. Mr. Baldwin has discovered 
convincing evidence, however, that 
divorces are more easily obtained 
in birdland than even in Paris or 
Yucatan. Being a Member of a 
bird-banding association, affiliated 
with the United States Biological 
Survey, his methods were scien- 
tific and his reports have the sanc- 
tion of authority. 

The birds referred to were iden- 
tified by means of aluminum tags. 
on their legs, each tag having @ 
different number. As birds love 
to enter the baited cage-like traps 
ornithologists use, it is an easy

mate, in another box, only 100 feet 
away. | 

The case of Jenny Wren (C) 
was even more dalously hu- 
man. She was ed in the spring 
of 1919, being then mated to a 
tagged male D, and their nest was 
in box twenty-five. About the 
time the brood took wing she de- 
serted her old mate and vamped 
a new one, E. This second mate 
of the season was a gay bird. He 
had already been twice divorced 
and at the time she alienated his 
affections he was building a nest 
with another bird in box fifty- 
three. But the gay deceiver jilted 
his fiancee and went honeymoon- 
ing with Jenny C, and they start- 
ed housekeeping in box sixty- 
three. There they raised a fine 
brood of seven youngsters. Then 
they separated and both went to 
the wrens’ far away winter resort 
in the South. 

Both reappeared the followihg 
spring with new mates—new birds 
from the bushes—for neither had 
been tagged. Jenny C had the 


back to box twenty-five, where she 
had brooded with the bridegroom 
that mysteriously disappeared. 
Was it affection for the box or a 
lingering fondness for an earlier 
mate that brought her back to this 
particular box? After rearing an- 
other brood in it she divorced this 
mate from the South and remated 
with that notorious E—the gay de- 
ceiver that had jilted the innocent 
bride with whom he had started 
nest-building 


vorces (for she married one mate 
twice,) four broods, twenty-seven 
young, and she is still going 
strong. 

The banding associations, co- 
operating through the Biological 
Survey, have obtained further facts 
fully as startling about the migra- 
tions of birds. A white pelican, 
banded at Yellowstone Lake, Wyo., 
for example, was found the follow- 
ing winter in Southern Mexico.

New England birds have been 
found in Africa. 
White storks, tagged in the nest 
in Germany, have been caught at 


rica, Rhodesia, Transvaal and Cape 
Colony, showing storks make long 
trips to all kinds of people. 

Migratory birds never breed in 
their winter resorts. All their do- 
mestic dramas occur in their sum- 
mer resort, at the northern ex- 
tremity of their spring migration. 
Moreover, it has been scientifical- 
ly established that birds return 
each spring to the bushes where 
they were born; they also return 
each fall to the same congenial 
wintering place. A gamble spar- 
row, which nests in Alaska, has 


a breach of sanitary etiquette, but 
it certainly is an offense against 
estheticism. Many of the most 
beautiful buildings in Los Angeles 
have been so scratched and de 
faced at the base of their street- 
facing sides that not only women 
but men of good taste and breed- 
ing prefer to keep their eyes 
turned to the street traffic rather 
than to let them rest upon the 
stained walls of the buildings.

POPULATION 
OF STATE TO 
BE DOUBLED 


Neo Residents Will Total 
6,500,000 by 1930 Asserts 
Research Department 


California will double her popu- 
lation in the decade between 1920 
and 1930, according to an investi- 
gation and study made by the Call 
fornia Development Association. 

The research department of the 
association has prepared figures to 
show that the State's population in 
1930 will be 6,500,000 as compared 
with a little more than 3,000,000 
in 1920. With an estimated popu- 
lation today of 5,400,000 persons, an 
increase of 316,000 persons a year, 
the State already has passed the 
three-quarter mark in this un- 
precedented ~rowth. 

William May Garland, first vice- 
president of the association, in 
commenting Upon the figures, said: 

“Based upon the commonly ac- 
cepted figure that a new citizen 
has an economic value of $3000 to 
a community, California's net gain 
is approximately $1,000,000,000 
each year. The figures show 
that California is enjoying an 
increasing momentum in her 
growth. Although the increase in 
population between 1910 and 1920 
was a substantial one, being near- 
ly 50 per cent of her 1910 census, 
the 1920-1930 increase has an ac- 
celeration of double that percent- 
age.“

REMAINING DUEL 
PRINCIPAL DIES 


Rolland E. Roselle Succumbs 
to Fight Wounds 

No One Held in Topanga 
Canyon Case 


Death Follows Failure of 
Jury to Fix Blame 


— — 


Following closely a Coroner's 
Jury verdict which failed to fix re- 
sponsibility for the Topanga 
Canyon duel, Rolland FE. Roselle, 
44 years of age, one of the par- 
ticipants died yesterday at Martin's 
Hospital, Santa Monica. Roselle, 
according to hies own statement, 
shot and killed Robert E. Wenzel, 
58, but declared he did so after 
Wenzel had shot him and that he 
acted in self-defense. 

His death appears to close the 
case, as no criminal charges are 
now pending against anyone. Mrs. 
Lillian Wenzel, 65, whose conduct, 
according to one version, caused 
the quarrel between her husband 
and Roselle, was releared after the 
Coroner's inquest conducted Sat- 
urday, with the consent of Dep. 
Dist.-Atty. Costello und Capt. 
Bright of the Sheriff's office. . 

It is not expected there will be 
an inquest in the case of Roselle, 
as the inquest in Wenzels case is 
believed to have established the 
facts as well as they will ever be 
known. In his dying statement 
Roselle declared his quarrel with 
Wenzel was over property. This 
was the story also of Mr, Wenzel 
to police, though she declined to 
testify at the inqgtest. 

That the difference between the 
men which led them to shoot it 
out with shotguns and rifle Thurs- 
day grew out of an affair be- 
tween Mrs. Wenzel and Roselle 
was the statement of her son, How- 
ard E. Wenzel, 32, a disabled war 
veteran. He declared be and his 
father started search for his 
mother Wednesday, and kept an 
all-night viell in their canyon 
cubin, after failing to find her. 
The next day, he said, they saw 
Roselle leave his own cabin and 


the father started after him. The 
shooting followed. 
Wenzel was a wealthy real-es- 


tate operator. Roselle was a mu- 
sician, artist und builder.

A. E. Connelly, living in the 
New Broadway Court, Eighty-sec- 
ond street and Broadway, quar- 
reled with his wife yesterday, ac 
cording to the police.

Politiés in the fair little city of 
South Gate, which every so often 
has the habit of reaching the 
boiling point, bubbled up again 
yestérday morning and threatened 


for a time to outdo all former dem- 
onstratians. 

The facts of the matter, as gath. 
ered from the South Gate police 
and city officials, seem to be 
these: 

Two factions are backing three 
candidates apiece for the Board 
of Trustees at an election to be 
held on the i2th Inst. One fac- 
tion is reported to have liberally 
posted the town with election pos- 
ters. 

Edward Dalghren, former city 
marshal of South Gate, is said to 
have reached the conclusion that 
some of these posters were illegal- 
ly pasted on city-owned posts and 
other municipal property and to 
have personally a pe himself 
as a committee one remove 
them. 

A South Gate officer took excep- 
tion to Dahlgren's activities, ar- 
rested him and took him to the 
South Gate City Jail. Hearing of 
his arrest, about 100 of Dahigren’s' 
political friends and supporters 
were gathering to visit him in the 
jail, it was reported, when Mayor 
Schoby heard of their activities. 

“So I went down to the City 
Jail and had Dahlgren released and 
the charges against him quashed,” 
declared the Mayor, as he recited 
the incidents of the political fray. 
“And after that the ter and 
Sabbath peace again settled over 
the city.“ 


Local Men Take 
Bond and Lease 
on Gold Estate 


A bond and lease on the Good 
Luck gold mine on the Mother 
Lode near Placerville in Eldorado 
county, has been secured by J. H. 
Richardson and Roy G. Mead, 
prominent Los Angeles mining 
men, who are now unwatering the 
property preparatory to opening 
up its ore bodies on the lower 
levels. 

The Good Luck mine has not 
been worked to any extent, since 
the beginning of the World War, 
prior to which time, it is said, 


it had a production record of ap- 
proximately $100,000. The mine 
has been developed by shaft to a 
depth of 200 feet, with interme- 
diate levels, the longest adrift be- 


ing eighty feet. 

The vein, cartyine beautiful 
white quartz liberally sprinkled 
with native gold, ranges from two 
to three feet in width, the gen- 
eral average being about $25 a ton. 
When unwatered the drift from 
[the bottom of the shaft will be 
continued to a connection with the 
rich ore shoots from which small 
fortunes were taken in the upper 
levels. 

The mine is equipped with a five- 
stamp mill, hoisting works, air 
compressor and machine dri. 
bunk and boarding-houses and cot- 
tages. It is located between the 
noted Union mine, with an ac- 
credited production of $13,000,000, 
and the Crown Point mine, and 
on the same vein system. 


“Ine new gold disuvvery in the 
Mojave Desert at Kramer shows 
great promise and may develop in- 
to a second Goldfield,” said Frank 


Heffner, head decorator at the 
Biltmore, who has staked out a 
claim in the new El Dorado. 

“I was for several years engaged 
in prospecting and mining in Alas- 
ka after the Klondike discovery 
and knéw something about gold- 
bearing material. The stratum at 
Kramer from which gold is ob- 
tained carries a lot of tale and 
looks like the result of a voicanic 
upheaval in the remote past. Fur- 
ther evidence of volcanic action is 
furnished by the rocks in the vi- 
cinity, which plainly show that 
they were once in a molten con- 
dition. The whole area about the 
gold discovery is filled with sharp, 
jagged igneous rocks which dam- 
age a pair of boots more quickly 
than any material I have ever en- 
countered. 

“The gold is found in the form 
of dust, almost flour-like in fine- 
ness. When the gold-bearing ma- 
terial is mixed with water and 
panned this fine gold forms a rim 
around the inside of the pan. It 
is apparent that the gold was re- 
duced to its powdery state during 
the process of being forced up 
from the gold-bearing ledges be- 
low, and if the place or places are 

vered where the blowout oc- 
curred, it is probable that a rich 
strike ‘will be made there." | 


BOOTLEGGERS SH SHUN 
OWN CONCOCTIONS 


“Bootleggers imbibe more soft 


drinks than persons engaged in 


any other line of .endeavor,” said 
PF.

4 have recently placed on the 
market a new form of soft drink 
and in an endeavor to learn how 
the concoction appeals to soda- 
fountain patrons have spent sev- 
eral weeks as an innocent bystand- 
er around places where the new 
drink was for suile. 

“Some of the fountains are lo- 
cated in sections where nurgerous 
bootleggers have their habitat and 
in my role of observer I have been 
astonished at the great number of 
these gentry who patronize the 
soft-drink emporiums. Before I 
made there observations I always 
had a notion that bootleggers were 
in the habit of quenching their 
thirst with the stuff they peddle, 
but apparently is not the 
case.” 

Los ANGELES FIRST 
AS USER OF STEEL 

“Los Angeles uses more steel 
than any other city in which we 
do business.“ said Louis M. Hen- 
och, treasurer of A. M. Castle 
& Co., Chicago steel distributors, 
who is at the Ambassador. 

“About a year and a half ago 
our firm established a Los Ange- 
les branch, merging with Little & 
Robertson, who *had been operat- 
ing here about five years. Our 
principal business is to furnish ma- 
terial to manufacturers of articles 
made in whole or in part from 
steel. Most of our product is 
shipped from eastern mills by 
boat, though we also buy from 
local mills to some extent. We 
maintain a steel warehouse in Los 
Angeles to meet the demands of 
the local trade. 

“When we first started here we 
obtained about an acre of ground 
on Santa Fe street, where our 
warehouse is located. The demand 
for steel here is so great that we 
find our facilities inadequate, and 
we have already procured addi- 
tional acreage, and will shortly 
start the construction of an ad- 
dition to our present warehouse, 
which will involve an investment 
of about $500.000. 

“We have found that not only 
is a vast amount of steel used 
here, but that the demand is con- 
stantly growing. Our March bust. 
ness this year, for instance, ex- 
ceeded that of March, 1925, by at 
least 40 per cent. So far as 1 
know, this is the only city in the 
United States that can show 80 

at an increase in the use of

It was the greatest day of Kra- 
mer Hills’ brief but spectacular 
history as a boom camp. At all 
hours of the day hundreds trudge. 
along the winding and dusty road, 
lined with cars and hot dog stands, 
to the “Herkelrath shaft. Here 

and John Herkelrath worked 
in a roped-off square panning glis- 
tening yellow particles of gold— 
“dust,” in the vernacular of the 
miners—for the curious throngs. 

At dawn the rush began. res 
arriving during the night camped 
along the roads and with the day 
began the jolty trip across the 
hills to the camp.

slackened the speed of the un- 
broken lime of cars. By noon it

LONG CAVALCADE 


The string of travel reached out 
across the desert to Mojave and 
south to Adelanto. From one 
point near the camp the road to 
the south for twenty miles is vis- 
ible. It was clearly discernible— 
a thin cloud of dust as far as the 
eyes could see. And when dark- 
ness came the headlights marked 
the line. 

At the camp, witb its half-doz- 
en buildings, there was wild ex- 
citement. Inspired by the thoughts 
of quick money. hot dog mer- 
chants, pop venders and one lone 
ice cream ballyhooer were ped- 
ailing stocks” from trucks and 
wooden boxes. At one tent the 
mining laws—from A to Z—were 
sold in folders for 25 cents.
